Seven suffer burns in 
barbecue ‘explosion’

THREE children and a woman 
suffered serious burns after a 
barbecue exploded into a ball of 
fire. 

A boy and two girls aged six to 11 
sustained 15 per cent to 20 per 
cent burns to their arms, and a 
woman in her 40s suffered severe 
burns to her throat in a field in 
Ashcroft Way, Luton, at around 
4.30pm on Friday. 

Firefighters from nearby 
Stopsley Fire Station were first on 
the scene and worked with para¬ 
medics to treat the casualties, and 
were later aided by a fire crew 
from Luton, using burns gel packs 
to treat the casualties. 

The children were taken to 
Luton and Dunstable Hospital 
by five ambulances and two 
paramedic crews, while the 
woman was given a general anaes¬ 
thetic and ventilated before being 
airlifted to the specialist burns 
unit at Broomfield Hospital, 
Chelmsford. 

Three other adults were also 
taken to the Lister Hospital in 
Stevenage with minor burns. 

They were all among a group of 
around 20 to be caught up in the 
flames at a mini gas barbecue 
behind Stopsley Fire Station, in 
Stopsley Way. 

A spokesman for Bedfordshire 
and Luton Fire and Rescue Service 
said the explosion happened after 
a portable gas-fuelled barbecue 
ignited. 



Incident Commander Kevin 
Moores said: “The fire crews were 
first at the scene and were able to 
provide initial emergency first aid 
to the casualties, and then work 
with paramedics and ambulance 
crews. It appears that the stove 
ignited resulting in a fireball. We 
are conducting an investigation 
into the cause of the fire to deter¬ 
mine how this happened.” 

It has been confirmed by fire 
officers that the device used for 
the barbecue was a single ring 


camping stove, fuelled by a small 
gas cylinder. 

Fire officers are advising that 
these devices are generally safe; 
but have urged the public to care¬ 
fully read manufacturers’ instruc¬ 
tions before using them and to 
ensure that any full or empty dis¬ 
carded cylinders are kept well 
away from any heat source. 

It is still unclear as to whether 
the barbecue was an after-school 
gathering to celebrate the last day 
of term. 



Footy fan gets ban 
for throwing gum 

A LUTON Town fan has been banned from attending any 
football matches for three years for throwing chewing 
gum at a game. 

Martin Wilson, of Townsley Close, Luton, pleaded 
guilty to ‘throwing an unknown missile’ at visiting sup¬ 
porters contrary to Sections 2 and 5 of the Football 
(Offences) Act 1991. 

Luton Magistrates’ Court heard on Thursday how 
Wilson, 48, was arrested at Kenilworth Road after police 
officers spotted him climbing onto a fence and barriers 
trying to access the pitch following Hatters’ FA Trophy 
semi-final defeat to Mansfield Town on March 19. 

He never made it on to the pitch and was restrained by 
stewards, but then ran towards the stand where the away 
supporters were situated. He was seen throwing a coin¬ 
shaped object towards them, which Wilson admitted to 
the court was in fact chewing gum. 

The defendant told police officers that from midday 
that day he had been at the Sugar Loaf pub in the town 
where he had consumed four bottles of Magners cider 
but that he did not feel drunk. 

Wilson said he felt his beloved Luton Town were 
unlucky after losing the game. 

He told magistrates: “I’ve been watching Luton since I 
was about six years old. I just got carried away.” 

When handing down the banning order, magistrate 
Barry Neale said: “There’s enough hooliganism and pub¬ 
lic disorder throughout the country. 

“Whether it was chewing gum or a bottle, it could 
have incited other idiots and people could have been 
hurt.” 

Wilson was also fined £615 which included court costs.

Keeping busway on road 
to cost £550k each year

THE Luton Dunstable Busway will 
cost taxpayers more than half a 
million a year in maintenance 
costs. 

Luton Borough Council has been 
accused of a ‘U-turn’ over the fund¬ 
ing of the busway, which Liberal 
Democrat leader David Franks (pic¬ 
tured) claims Labour councillors 
have previously said would be self¬ 
financing. 

He claims that, at last week’s exec¬ 
utive meeting, Cllr Roy Davis admit¬ 
ted the authority could not charge 
bus companies to use it. 

Luton has already included spend¬ 
ing £307,000 a year on the busway 
from 2013 in its financial plan, while 
project partner Central 
Bedfordshire Council is planning to 
set aside £250,000 a year in future 
budgets for its share of the mainte¬ 
nance costs. This brings the total 
costs for the two councils to 
£557,000 a year. 

Cllr Franks said: “For years Labour 
councillors have told us that once it 
was completed the busway would 

NHS changes 

A HOSPITAL could lose some vital 
services in a massive shake-up of the 
NHS across the region. 

Luton & Dunstable Hospital is part 
of a review that means any of its 
services, such as cardiology or 
maternity, could be lost to others 
elsewhere.

Luton Cllr Roy Davis said: “The lat¬ 
est estimates are that the mainte¬ 
nance costs for Luton would be 
around £307,000, based on the fig¬ 
ures for all the other roads we serv¬ 
ice. 

“In order to be prudent this 
amount has been included in the 
budget plans for future years. A fur¬ 
ther review will be carried out to 
explore ways in which maintenance 
costs can be reduced.

The busway 
project has attracted national 
Government funding of £80 million 
and looks set to greatly enhance the 
local economy in Dunstable. 

“Our job is to spend public money 
wisely and we are confident that the 
resources we put into supporting 
the busway will yield a strong return 
on that investment.”

Minister fails 
to act on 
High Court 
school ruling 

THE Education Secretary will not 
reinstate rebuilding projects for two 
schools despite being told by the 
High Court he had acted ‘unlawfully’ 
in scrapping it. 

Cardinal Newman and Stopsley 
High Schools, which had been 
expecting work to begin last year, 
will now not be refurbished as part 
of the Building Schools for the 
Future [BSF] scheme. 

In February Luton Borough 
Council, along with five others 
across the country, won a Judicial 
Review over the decision to halt the 
BSF programme. 

The £300 million BSF 
development of 11 schools in Luton 
was axed last July by Secretary of 
State for Education Michael Gove. 

The council claimed this was 
unlawful and unfair as it lost £3.6 
million in liabilities for the aborted 
work. Some schools were only 
weeks away from seeing work 
started when the funding was pulled 
nationally. On Tuesday Mr Gove told 
the House of Commons that he 
appreciated the councils would be 
‘disappointed’ but invited them to 
apply to get back the money they 
lost. 

In a statement in the House of 
Commons, Mr Gove said: “The fairest 
thing I believe I can do is to help to 
meet the costs which might arise 
from the stage these projects had 
reached and then to invite the 
affected schools to apply to the new 
school rebuilding programme, and 
be assessed on an equal footing 
with everyone else, on the basis of 
relative need.” 

A council spokeswoman said: “We 
are deeply disappointed that the 
Secretary of State is not minded to 
proceed with the much needed 
building work at Stopsley High 
School and Cardinal Newman 
Catholic High School. 

“We welcome his recognition of 
the need to act fairly in meeting the 
costs which were incurred as a 
result of his original decision and 
believe that this vindicates the 
council’s decision to seek judicial 
review. We will now be working with 
the schools and our partners to 
determine the best way forward.”

A Town Hall spokesman 
said the corporate director 
posts are being reviewed as part 
of the council reorganisation 
process later this year. 

Central Bedfordshire Council, 
which is cutting salaries of all 
staff earning more than 
£21,500 by two per cent, has 
four employees on more than 
£125,000 each. 

The high earners include chief 
executive Richard Carr 
(£185,000-£189,999), directors 
of children’s services and social 
care, health and housing 
(£140,000-£144,999) and the 
director of sustainable 
communities (£125,000- 
£129,999). 

Richard Ellis, who was the 
director of customer and 
shared services on a wage band 
of up to £129,999, has left his 
position as a result of the 
consultation on corporate 
services. 

A spokeswoman for Central 
Beds said all these members of 
staff would also be subject to 
the changes in the new set of 
terms and conditions.

LUTON Borough Council 
has decided on a way to 
tackle the massive cuts it is 
facing. 

The ‘Luton Together’ plan 
for 2011-2014 was approved 
last week and, in an exclusive 
interview with Luton on 
Sunday, chief executive 
Trevor Holden said the 
people of the town are at the 
heart of it. 

The document tackles how 
the Town Hall will look and 
operate in three years’ time 
and includes exploring the 
use of shared legal services 
with other councils - and 
even outsourcing if it means 
‘better value for money’. 

After the council was forced 
to make £20 million of cuts 
this year, a further £16.5m is 
required over the next 12 
months and by 2014, its 
annual spend will have 
shrunk by around £60m 
- more than a third in total. 

Mr Holden said: “Reducing 
our budget by £60m is a huge 
amount. The level of staff 
reduction we have had and 


changes of service 
provision counts for around 
six per cent of our savings 
and the rest is through 
driving different ways of 
delivering services. This is 
phenomenal. 

“We are faring much better 
than other authorities where 
there have been major cuts 
to services. 

“We are not a business and 
we’ll never be a business. We 
are a public service but we 
need to operate in a 
business-like fashion. 

“We need to have a 
business sector approach to 
get maximum value from the 
process. We are working 


really hard to deliver a 
service. 

“All changes in 
service provision will be 
consulted with the 
community that is affected 
by them. 

“The council mandate 
comes from the councillors 
and policy decision is that 
we should preserve or 
enhance services wherever 
possible. 

“We can’t say there will be 
no changes in the service 
provision but the changes 
will be consulted upon. 

“The centre of the 
transformation strategy are 
the people of Luton.”

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Osman warnings of 
murder on the rise

TWENTY-seven people have this 
year been warned by police their 
lives were in danger following 
death threats made against 
them. 

Figures released under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
reveal that, up until July 6, 
Bedfordshire Police told the 
potential victims they were at risk 
of being murdered or seriously 
injured. 

This is compared to a total of 16 
warnings issued last year, and 13 
in 2009. 

The warnings first came into 


force after a legal ruling that 
police have a duty of care to warn 
people they are in danger, follow¬ 
ing the high profile failure to 
protect Ahmet Osman, a pupil 
shot and wounded in 1988 by 
disturbed teacher Paul Paget- 
Lewis. Ahmet’s father and 
two others were killed in the 
attack. 

It was then that police, who had 
to pay £20,000 compensation to 
the Osman family, began issuing 
the warnings. 

A Bedfordshire Police spokes¬ 
woman said: “Osman warnings 
are issued by senior officers after 
receiving specific intelligence 
that individuals are at serious and 
imminent risk of being killed. 
Many involve known criminals. 


“All forces have a duty of care to 
try to manage those threats. 
Where we have concerns that a 
person is at risk of being killed 
then we are obliged to take pro¬ 
portionate steps to protect them. 
One step is to go and tell that per¬ 
son that they are at risk. 

“Warnings are only issued after 
careful assessment, including 
whether people are capable of 
carrying out the threat. They are 
only used in cases where officers 
do not have enough evidence to 
warrant making an arrest. 

“Very often we can better pro¬ 
tect people by involving them. 
They will have some understand¬ 
ing of the capability of the indi¬ 
vidual and know ways to mitigate 
the threat.” 


End of the road for traffic cops’ credit system 


POLICE have moved to deny a cul¬ 
ture of ‘points scoring’ after a TV 
documentary showed officers 
being measured in credits for the 
number of offenders they nabbed. 

Bedfordshire Police say their 
traffic officers are no longer 
assessed in this way, despite it 
being highlighted by the BBC’s 
‘Traffic Cops’ series. 

There had been growing con¬ 
cern from members of the public 


on the force’s Facebook page since 
the show was aired on July 14 that 
officers felt compelled to make 
arrests to meet a monthly quota. 

A spokeswoman for Bed¬ 
fordshire Police said: “Since the 
collaboration (with Hertford¬ 
shire Constabulary) the credit 
system is no longer in use and a 
new system is now in place to 
monitor the work undertaken by 
the joint team. 


“Officers are managed against 
performance criteria to ensure 
they are carrying out their roles 
effectively, however they do not 
have targets with regards to 
numbers of arrests per day.” 

“There is no bonus given to indi¬ 
vidual officers. The credit system 
mentioned in the programme 
‘Traffic Cops’ was used simply to 
monitor individual officers’ per¬ 
formances on a monthly basis.”

A DRUNK man ripped a police 
station queue ticket machine 
out of the floor ‘to get himself 
arrested so he had somewhere to 
sleep that night’, a court heard 
this week. 

Enda McLaughlin, 24, pulled 
the Lonsto device in the inquiry 
office at Luton Police Station, in 
Buxton Road, out of its fittings 
and threw it down, damaging it. 

Between June 15 and 
Wednesday, when he appeared 
before Luton Magistrates’ Court, 
McLaughlin had only been out of 
police custody for four days. 

It was on one of those days, 
during the early hours of July 12, 
that McLaughlin turned up at the 
police station to carry out his act 
of criminal damage. 

He had initially been remanded 
in custody in relation to a 
number of other matters. The 
first was the theft of £10 worth of 


alcoholic drinks from Tesco 
Express, in Hitchin Road, on April 
30. 

That was followed by three 
counts of using threatening 


words/behaviour in Luton town 
centre where he also was caught 
on CCTV punching two 
passers-by in the head in 
unprovoked attacks on May 7 and 
May 9. Both times he approached 
men in George Street, blocking 
their paths before striking them. 

On the latter occasion, he was 
arrested and placed in custody 
where he assaulted a police 
officer. 

On Wednesday the court heard 
that McLaughlin had undergone 
a psychiatric evaluation which 
said that he did not have a 
treatable mental illness but that 
his ‘biggest problem was the 
consumption of alcohol’. 

McLaughlin, of Hazelbury 
Crescent, Luton, had pleaded 
guilty to two counts of assault by 
beating, assaulting a PC and three 
counts of using threatening 
words/behaviour. 

Magistrates adjourned 

sentencing until next month, 
after he has attended an Alcohol 
Treatment Assessment meeting. 

He is on unconditional bail.

It clearly explains, in a child-friend¬ 
ly way, that children are not respon¬ 
sible for making decisions or resolv¬ 
ing the difficulties that surround 
them, but that their wishes and 
feelings are vitally important and 
will be listened to. 

It also reassures children that there 
are other boys and girls who are just 
like them, that it is normal to have 
lots of different feelings and worries 
and that there are grown-ups who 
they can talk to who will help them.

Ian’s glass 
agony nets 
firm a fine

A GLASS manufacturer has 
been fined after an 
employee’s arm was cut to 
the bone when a sheet of 
glass shattered in his hand. 

Ian Swain, of Spoondell, 
Dunstable, worked in the 
glass toughening section of 
Nicholls and Clarke Glass at 
Woodside Industrial Estate. 

Mr Swain, 37, picked up a 
large piece of glass and it 
cracked and smashed 
without warning. 

One of the shards lacerated 
his right forearm above his 
wrist guard, severing the 
artery, muscle and nerves. 

He said: “I went to pick up a 
sheet of glass and it snapped 
in mid-air and the shards 
went straight through my 
arm. 

“I was rushed to Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital and after 
four days I was released with a 
cast on my arm which I had 
on for up to six months. The 
pain was unbearable.” 

Mr Swain received more 
than 250 stitches and is still 
undergoing physiotherapy 
and has since lost his job. 

The Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) investigation 
into the incident on October 
20, 2009, found the protective 
equipment Nicholls and 
Clarke provided for its 
employees was inadequate 
and insufficient. 

It also found the company 
had failed to report a similar 
incident which had seriously 
injured another employee on 
June 23, 2008. 

At Luton Magistrates’ Court 
on Tuesday, Nicholls and 
Clarke Glass pleaded guilty to 


breaching Section 2(1) of the 
Health and Safety at Work Act 
1974 and Regulation 3(2) of 
the Reporting of Injuries, 
Diseases and Dangerous 
Occurrences Regulations 
1995 for which it was fined a 
total of £11,200 with £3,977.40 
costs. 

Mr Swain added: “For all my 
life I was right-handed and 
now how I have to be 
left-handed. 

“I’m quite shocked by what 
the company was fined since I 
don’t think it was that much. 
This has changed my life 
completely.” 

HSE inspector Emma 
Rowlands said: “Had Mr 
Swain been provided with full 
arm protection he would have 
avoided serious injury. 

“I am pleased to see Nicholls 
and Clarke Glass is now 
issuing all their 

employees with cut-resistant 
long-sleeved polo shirts to 
wear while working in its 
factories.” 

A Nicholls and Clarke Glass 
spokesman said: “Nicholls 
and Clarke Glass Ltd, which 
has subsequently sold this 
Dunstable factory, is always 
proactive in matters of health 
and safety and issues a wide 
variety of personal protective 
equipment to staff at its sites. 

“There is, of course, an 
ongoing process for the 
evaluation and protection 
against risk. 

“It is a matter of regret that 
this incident occurred and as 
a result the company has 
carried out a full internal 
review, has put in place 
suitable additional safeguards 
and will further increase 
awareness and training for all 
for all concerned.”

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Gunmen leave with nothing 
after forcing way into home 


A GANG of three burst into a 
house carrying guns and a pole. 

The men knocked on the 
front door of a house in 
Copperfields Road, Luton, and 
when a man answered one of 
them pushed him to the floor. 

Another was holding a bag 
which was shaped like a gun 
and he ran upstairs while the 
others threatened the victim 
with a pole and a handgun. 

They escaped on foot empty- 
handed. 

Detective Constable Mark 
Bryce said: “The victim has 
been left with a cut to his head 
as he was hit by the offender 
armed with a pole when he 
was on the floor. 

“It is still reasonably light at 
this time of night and it may be 
possible that someone has 


seen three men running from 
the scene matching the 
descriptions given.” 

The first of the three men - all 
white - is described as 5ft 9ins 
tall, with a stocky build. He is 
aged between 20 and 25, with 
short brown hair and wearing 
dark clothing. 

The second is 5ft 9ins to 
lOins tall, with a medium build 
and wearing dark clothing, 
while the third was 5ft 9ins tall, 
wearing dark clothing and a 
black hooded top.

Police warning over package delivery scam

Sergeant Andy Rivers said: “If you are not 
expecting a parcel, carefully inspect the 
label and, if there are any discrepancies 
in the details, you must seriously consid¬ 
er declining the delivery.”

Bid to reduce low risk’ 
restaurant inspections 
sparks hygiene worries

PLANS to cut back on food 
hygiene inspections at restau¬ 
rants and outlets have been 
slammed. 

Luton Borough Council has 
given the thumbs-up to reducing 
monitoring of ‘low risk’ premises 
as a way of ‘best using the 
resources available’. 

At the meeting of the full council 
on Tuesday night, Liberal 
Democrat councillors wanted the 
Food Law Enforcement Service 
Plan 2011/12 to be reviewed, but 
their proposed amendments were 
rejected by the Labour majority. 

A report on the plan stated: 
‘Resources allocated to food law 
enforcement means the council is 
unlikely to meet all its statutory 
obligations during the year’. 

The Town Hall’s Lib Dems have 
described the plan as putting 
people at ‘greater risk of serious 
food related illness’. 

Lib Dem leader David Franks 
said: “lust look around the town. 
You cannot avoid seeing the 
explosion in numbers of fast food 


shops and it’s the council’s job to 
make sure they all live up to the 
high standards of the best. 

“Yet this service plan says fewer 
food premises are to be inspect¬ 
ed. Horrible food hygiene related 
health problems like E.coli are on 
the increase. People die of E.coli. 

“Yet Luton’s Labour council 
plans to cut back on food premis¬ 
es inspections at a time when 
risks are increasing and the num¬ 
bers of fast food outlets is rapidly 
increasing. 

“The service plan says 30 per 
cent of medium high risk food 
businesses due a hygiene inter¬ 
vention will not get one. 414 food 
premises are due an inspection so 
124 of them will not be inspected. 

“The Labour council has the 
bare-faced cheek to actually force 
through a Food Law Enforcement 
Service Plan which puts Luton 
residents at greater risk of serious 
food related illness.” 

Cllr Michael Garrett, leader of 
the Conservative group, said: 
“This is an important issue. My 
view is that where health is con¬ 
cerned, you don’t make cuts and 
we fully supported the Liberal 
Democrats amendment but 
unfortunately it was lost.” 


Labour Cllr Mohammed Ashraf 
said: “Improving hygiene stan¬ 
dards in local food premises is an 
important priority for the council 
and we will always use the 
resources we have available in the 
best possible way. 

“In fact, in the last few months, 
Luton has been piloting a new 
way of focusing its resources on 
working more closely with food 
businesses to improve their levels 
of compliance, a project which is 
receiving national recognition 
with the Government’s Local 
Better Regulation Office and the 
Food Standards Agency. 

“We believe that the best use of 
the resources currently available 
to us is to have fewer inspections 
in the premises known to be ‘low 
risk’ and those which have a good 
history in terms of complying 
with food hygiene law, so we can 
target those premises which are 
believed to be less compliant and 
pose a greater threat to public 
health. 

“This is a sensible, risk-based 
approach, and actually means the 
council will carry out more visits 
than ever before in an attempt to 
drive up standards where they are 
failing.”

Brian bids farewell

Mr McFarland added: “Chang¬ 
ing to ‘The Mall’ brand symbol¬ 
ised a step change in style and 
management philosophy which 
recognises the importance of 
retail performance, customer 
service and marketing. 

“This investment has helped to 
enhance people’s perceptions of 
Luton. Personally, I have enjoyed 
every minute working at the 
heart of the town, and helping to 
shape its future. 

“I will still be staying involved in 
things in Harlington where I live. 

“I would like to thank all those 
who have made working at The 
Mall Luton such a pleasure. 

“There is absolutely no doubt in 
my mind that in my time here I 
have worked with the best people 
I have ever worked with. They are 
totally supportive of me. 

“There are lots of exciting plans

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Sale of LuDun site to 
bring ‘various options’ 
to help the disabled

THE site of a former workshop 
for disabled people has been put 
on the market for a price of 
£600,000. 

LuDun on Liscombe Road, 
Dunstable, was closed in May by 
Central Bedfordshire Council in a 
bid to save £300,000 and all its 24 
employees lost their jobs. 

Only one of the ex-employees 
has since found work and last 
month the council put all the fac¬ 
tory’s contents up for auction. 

At the TUC National Disability 
Conference in May, the GMB 
union put forward a motion to 
take legal action with regards to 



the closure of LuDun in light of 
the High Court decision that 
Birmingham City Council had 
acted unlawfully in cutting serv¬ 
ices for disabled people. 

GMB senior organiser Warren 
Kenny (pictured) has been cam¬ 
paigning against the closure for 


months. He said: “This is like the 
final nail in the coffin. 

“What I want now is to find out 
from Cllr Hollick, who made 
assurances money from the sale 
would go towards helping dis¬ 
abled people in the future, how 
much of the sale from the money 
will go towards that.” 

Councillor Peter Hollick, a 
LuDun trustee, said: “There are 
various options for what we can 
do. One can start up a new ‘busi¬ 
ness’, one can either convert one¬ 
self into a grant giving body or 
one can look for a similar organi¬ 
sation to put the money over to. 

“We would still see our first duty 
is to help those former employees 
that were previously employed by 
the council into work. LuDun was 
not a viable business.” 


PI programme to stop prolific criminals 


BEDFORDSHIRE Police, proba¬ 
tion and the courts think they 
have found a way to stop the 
most prolific criminals. 

The new programme puts non¬ 
violent reoffenders, who com¬ 
mit large numbers of burglaries 
and car crime, through an inten¬ 
sive schedule of rehabilitation 
and punishment to tackle the 
root causes of their offending. 

Called PI (Prolific and Other 
Priority Offenders Intensive), 


the programme targets serial 
criminals who would otherwise 
face a prison sentence. 

Potential PI offenders are 
identified by Bedfordshire 
Police and Probation Trust but 
all final decisions about sen¬ 
tencing and selection on the 
programme remain the respon¬ 
sibility of crown court judges. 

Offenders must admit all their 
previous crimes and demon¬ 
strate a genuine desire to stop 


offending and if they commit 
a crime while on PI - or fail to 
complete it they will be sent 
back to court and sentenced for 
all the crimes they have con¬ 
fessed to. 

While on PI, offenders will be 
subject to strict supervision 
and monitoring while they 
undergo extensive rehabilita¬ 
tion such as drug and alcohol 
treatment and support in gain¬ 
ing employment. 


Duo targeted unlocked cars to steal valuables 


TWO thieves stole sat navs, sun¬ 
glasses, handbags, child seats and 
pushchairs from cars after finding 
them unlocked. 

Police officers moved in on 
Luton men David Mitchell, 28, of 
Denmark Close and 31-year-old 
John Langley, of Althorp Road, 
who were busily trying to get into 
cars in Gibson Drive, Leighton 
Buzzard, on July 15 at 4am. 

It has since been established the 


pair had previously been stealing 
from cars in nearby roads. 

On Monday at Luton Magistrates’ 
Court the duo pleaded guilty to 
three counts of theft from motor 
vehicles and one count of vehicle 
interference and were released on 
bail to return to the court next 
month for sentencing. 

Detective Constable Gill Cowley 
said: “These thieves were helped 
by the number of cars they found 


that were unlocked. We cannot 
emphasise enough to the public 
to put goods out of sight and lock 
their cars - not only at night, 
but daytime as well. Better still, 
take valuables out of the car at 
night.”

TV licence evasion 
clampdown nets 
800 illegal viewers

MORE than 800 people were 
caught watching TV without a 
licence during the first six 
months of 2011. 

There were around 660 illegally 
watching television in Luton, 
and more than 140 in Dunstable, 
according to statistics published 
on Thursday. 

A colour licence currently costs 
£145.50 and is required by any¬ 
one watching or recording pro¬ 
grammes as they are shown on 
TV, whether they are using a 
computer or any other equip¬ 
ment. 

Anyone watching TV illegally 
risks prosecution and a fine of 
up to £1,000. 

Rhiannon Peck, spokeswoman 
for Luton CAB’s and Advice 
Services Manager, said: 

“Luton CAB’s team of advisers 
helps more than 17,000 clients 
in the area each year, offering 
practical support and assis¬ 
tance. 


“In the current economic envi¬ 
ronment it is more important 
than ever that people in Luton 
have payment options suited to 
their individual needs.

Keeping your kids happy and healthy can be quite a 
challenge, what child is really going to want a banana in 
the lunchbox when they can have a Mars bar?

Tobais returns home 
with Euro relay silver 

ATHLETICS 

SPRINTER Deji Tobais was pleased to return 
home from Czech Republic with a silver 
medal but says he is already focusing on 
improving in time for next year. 

Tobais, who went to school in Luton and 
Dunstable, was part of the 4x100m relay 
team that finished just behind the Italian 
quartet at the European U23 
Championships, and he says despite the 
initial disappointment at not winning, on 
reflection he and the rest of the team are 
pleased with their achievement. 

While Tobais was pleased to be part of a 
successful team, he admits he was 
disappointed to miss out on individual 
qualification for the 100m and believes he 
has experienced the highs and lows of 
athletics in a short space of time. 

He said: “At the time I think we were 
disappointed not to win the gold because if 
you look at our team on paper and the 
times it can run then it is very strong, but 
looking back on it now it is not too bad to 
get silver. 

“Overall, the championships were a great 
experience for me, it is one step below the 
senior ones and to get a medal at that level 
is a good achievement. 

“It was disappointing not to qualify 
individually, but that is athletics and I think it 
taught me the highs and lows are very close 
and to try and grab every opportunity when 
it presents itself.” 

Tobais ran in the heats of the 4x100m 
relay along with Andrew Robertson, Kieran 
Showler-Davis and Richard Kilty but was 
replaced in the final by Danny Talbot. 

He is now looking ahead to 2012 and the 
competition to make the Olympic team. 

He added: “I’m already looking ahead to 
London 2012 and working hard and if things 
go right for me then great, if not then it is 
not meant to be. It is going to be very tight 
to make the team. I believe in my ability and 
if I run at my best then I can make the team, 
but there are a lot of very good sprinters 
around and I think it could be a case of 15 
runners vying for three spots. I’m keeping 
my fingers crossed that I can make it and it 
is down to me to work hard.”

Smith vows to 
silence critics

JAMES Smith says he is already 
aiming to prove people who 
think he won’t make the grade as 
a professional boxer wrong. 

The 22-year-old makes his debut 
on trainer Graham Earl’s 
Renaissance show at Liquid night¬ 
club next Sunday (2.30pm). 

The step up has been a long time 
coming for the light middleweight 
who has been training at the 
House of Champions gym for two 
years after an amateur career with 
Luton Shamrock ABC where he 
had a record of nine wins in 14 
fights. 

Smith said: “There are a lot of 
critics and people who don’t really 
know a lot about boxing. There are 
people who haven’t seen me or 
who don’t know what I’ve done 
and they are jumping on the 
bandwagon and thinking I’m a 
no-one. It will be good to prove 
people wrong. 

“It’s good to be fighting in my 
home town. I hope to get a good 
crowd behind me. There is a lot of 
pressure on me, obviously, but it 
makes me train harder in the gym 
to put on a good show for them.” 

While the former Putteridge 
High School student is careful not 
to crow about his career prospects 
as a future world champion - 
though that ambition exists - he is 
hoping to be a surprise package in 
Earl’s second hometown show 
where he will be fighting on the 
same card as stable mates 
Emmanuel Oshunrinde, the high¬ 
ly rated Terry Holmes and Joe 
Hillerby plus fellow debutants 
Tom Little and Danny Mulhern. 

“I have dreams to go as far as I 
can,” he said. “I’m a very honest 


person and if anyone in this gym 
or anyone that stops me in town 
and asks what I think will happen 
I’ll say, everyone wants to be a 
world champion, otherwise they 
wouldn’t do the sport, but I’ll take 
one fight at a time and see how it 
comes. 

“I’m not getting carried away 
just yet.” 

Nevertheless, the fighter from 
Stopsley feels he has got the 
weapons to win his first four- 
round contest against Aaron Fox. 

I feel like I’ve got a lot of power at 
the minute so if I can get someone 
out of there early then that is obvi¬ 
ously the plan,” he said. 

“I look to load up on a lot of 
shots. There will be a bit of move¬ 
ment but I’m looking for hurtful 
shots. 

“I’ve been training with Graham 
for about two years and he said 


when I was ready he’d put me in 
the ring. Training has been going 
good - I’m ready” 

Smith has been sparring with 
unbeaten Holmes and Earl’s ama¬ 
teur prospect, the ABA Junior 
finalist Jordan Reynolds and he 
feels that the preparation will 
stand him in good stead for the 
difference in styles between the 
amateur and professional ranks. 

“I couldn’t have had any better 
boxers to spar with,” he said, 
adding: “[In professional boxing] 
There are no head guards so I can’t 
take any silly shots or relax. If you 
make a mistake in pro boxing it 
could all be over. 

“This is why I train hard and spar 
every day, so on the night I can’t 
have any complaints. 

“The training camp has been the 
best I’ve ever had. Morale is very 
good.”
